Eggs For Hatching. 


H ow IT-work s- The owners 
of sheep in this county 
who have been sufferers from 
tbe depredations of sheep kill¬ 
ing dogs were given a practical 
example of the working of the 
new dog tax law at the meeting 
| of the Washington County Board 
of Magistrates here last week 
and we venture to say that thej 
were fayorably * impressed, with 
the new measure. Claims to the 
amount of $153 50 were present-, 
ed by various farmers through¬ 
out tbe county who had lost 
sheep and all were promptly 
allowed when properly present¬ 
ed. The law requires that proof 
of a loss, together wilh an esti¬ 
mate of tbe value of such sheep, 
shall be presented to a district 
magistrate and when this is done 
tbe claim ii ail <wed by the 
Fiscal Court to be paid by the 
State Auditor out of the dog 
tax fund. The assessor's re 
turns this vena- show that over 
1600 dogs were listed for tax 
ation which means an equal 
uumber of dollars in the fund 
set aside for tbe reimbursement 
of sheep owners who suffer 
losses from dogs. The law 
provides that the surplus from 
ibis fund be allowed to go to the 
public school fund of the county.
